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MILK 


Farm  Production,  Disposition,  and  Income   1957-58  1/ 

Milk  cows  on  feiniis  in  the  United  States  produced  an  estimated  125^236  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  1958.    This  was  703  million  pounds  less  thaji  was  produced  the 
previous  year.    The  decrease  in  the  number  of  milk  cows  more  them  offset  the  record 
high  amount  of  milk  produced  per  cow.    Total  production  in  1958  was  sufficient  to 
provide  719  pounds  of  milk  per  person  in  the  United  States  --  the  lowest  since 
estimates  started  in  1924, 

During  1958,  the  number  of  milk  cows  averaged  19,784  thousand  head.    This  was 
3  percent  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year  and  the  smallest  number  since  annual 
estimates  were  started  in  1924.     Since  the  record  high  of  25.6  million  head  in  1944, 
numbers  have  decreased  each  year,  except  1953-    Milk  production  per  cow  averaged 
6^330  pounds,  or  about  240  pounds  of  milkfat,  in  I958.    This  exceeded  the  1957  record 
high  annual  rate  per  cow  by  17O  pounds,  or  approximately  3  percent.    Annual  output 
per  milk  cow  passed  the  6,000-pound  level  for  the  first  time  in  1956,  and  has  in- 
creased over  5  percent  in  the  past  two  years. 

Milk  production  in  1958  continued  the  trend  toward  a  leveling  off  of  the 
seasonal  pattern.    The  proportion  of  the  annual  output  produced  in  each  of  the  months 
in  the  first  and  fourth  quarters  of  1958  was  higher  than  the  average  of  the  corres- 
ponding months  during  the  1947-56  period,  while  the  percentages  ran  lower  during  the 
middle  of  the  yeeir.    Total  milk  production  increased  about  1  percent  from  1957  in 
both  the  North  Atlantic  and  East  North  Central  regions,  but  decreased  in  other  parts 
of  the  country.    Milk  output  in  1958  was  down  from  the  previous  year  in  33  States. 
The  other  15  States  recorded  upturns  in  production,  with  all-time  high  annual  output 
in  7  States  including  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  Pennsylvania. 

Butter  churned  on  farms  in  1958  totaled  121  million  pounds,  or  about  8  percent 
of  the  combined  production  of  creamery  and  farm-churned  butter.    This  was  less  than 
half  the  output  10  years  earlier  and  11  percent  below  the  1957  former  low  point. 
Production  was  concentrated  largely  in  the  Southern  States  where  many  farmers  milk 
■)nly  a  few  cows  to  provide  dairy  products  for  home  use. 

The  volume  of  milk  marketed  by  farmers  as  milk  or  cream  totaled  112.7  billion 
poimds  in  I958.    This  was  only  slightly  more  than  the  previous  record  amount  sold 
from  farms  in  1957-    Farmers  sold  99.4  billion  pounds  of  milk  to  plants  and  dealers 
in  1958  for  resale  through  fluid  channels  or  for  processing  into  manufactured  dairy 
products.    These  sales  of  whole  milk  were  1  percent  greater  than  the  previous  high 
set  in  1957.    Marketings  of  whole  milk  were  higher  than  in  I957  in  all  sections  of 
the  country  except  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central,  where  small  decreases 
occurred. 

Milk  separated  on  farms  and  marketed  as  cream  to  plants  and  dealers  totaled  11.0 
billion  pounds,  down  7  percent  from  1957.    This  continued  the  steady  decline    in  cream 
sales.    Farmers  in  the  North  Central  States,  where  86  percent  of  the  farm-skimmed 
cream  in  the  entire  country  was  marketed  in  I958,  also  sold  7  percent  less  cream 
than  in  the  year  before.

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Faxm  retail  sales  accounted  for  2.2  billion  pounds  of  milk  sold  directly  to  con- 
sumers as  milk  and  cream  in  1958.    This  was  k  percent  less  than  in  the  previous  year 
and  the  smallest  quantity  on  record.    Retail  sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  farmers 
decreased  from  1957  in  eill  regions  except  the  West,  where  a  gain  in  California  caused 
the  increase. 

Milk  used  on  farms  where  produced  totaled  12.6  billion  pounds  --6  percent  less 
than  in  1957  and  also  the  lowest  on  record.    Farm  uses  accounted  for  10  percent  of 
the  total  1958  production,  with  7*3  billion  pounds  of  milk  consumed  as  fluid  milk 
and  cream  on  farms  where  produced,  2.h  billion  pounds  of  milk  used  in  fajm-chumed 
butter,  and  2.9  billion  pounds  fed  to  calves. 

Farmers '  cash  receipts  from  majrketings  of  milk  and  cream  during  1958  decreased 
2  percent  from  the  record  high  reached  in  1957.    These  receipts  were  estimated  at 
$i4-,555  million,  and  included  income  from  the  sale  of  whole  milk  and  farm- skimmed 
cream  by  farmers  to  plants  and  dealers  and  retail  sales  of  milk  and  cream  by  farmers 
direct  to  customers.    Farmers  realized  an  average  return  of  $i»-.04  on  a  hundredweight 
of  milk  basis  or  $1.07  per  pound  of  milkfat  in  all  milk  and  cream  marketed  in  1958. 
These  returns  were  8  cents  lower  than  in  the  previous  year  on  a  milk  basis  and  1 
cent  lower  on  a  milkfat  basis.    Cash  income  from  sales  of  milk  and  cream  increased 
from  1957  only  in  the  North  and  South  Atlantic  regions.    Incane  decreased  in  35 
of  the  hQ  States. 

Cash  returns  from  whole  milk  sold  by  farmers  totaled  $4,09^  million  --  1  percent 
less  than  the  high  set  in  1957 •    Income  from  this  source  accounted  for  90  percent  of 
the  cash  farmers  received  from  the  marketings  of  all  milk  products.    The  average 
price  per  hundredweight  of  whole  milk  sold  by  farmers  to  plants  and  dealers  was  $h.l2, 
down  2  percent  from  1957  and  the  lowest  average  price  since  1955- 

Farmers  realized  a  cash  return  of  $2U0  million  from  sales  of  cream  to  plants 
and  dealers  in  I958.    This  was  10  percent  less  than  for  the  year  earlier,  and  re- 
flected smaller  marketings  and  lower  prices  per  pound  of  milkfat.    The  average  price 
received  by  farmers  per  poiind  of  fat  in  cream  was  58.5  cents,  a  decrease  of  2  cents 
from  1957. 

Income  to  farmers  from  retail  sales  of  milk  and  cream  direct  to  customers  was 
estimated  at  $220  million.    This  was  k  percent  less  than  in  1957^  due  to  smaller 
retail  sales,  as  prices  held  steady. 

In  1958,  the  value  of  milk  used  on  farms  where  produced  was  $i+3^  million  --  a 
decrease  of  7  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  These  faxm  uses  included  milk  utilized 
in  fluid  form  and  as  farm-churned  butter. 

Gross  f&rm.  income  from  the  sale  of  dairy  products  amounted  to  $^,988  million  in 
1958.    This  was  about  2  percent  less  than  in  the  previous  year  and  5  percent  less 
than  the  record  high  set  in  1952.    Gross  farm  income  includes  the  value  of  milk  used 
on  farms  where  produced  as  fluid  milk  and  cream  and  farm- churned  butter,  as  well  as 
cash  receipts  from  the  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  sold  by  fajiners  to  plants  and 
dealers.    Total  farm  value  of  milk  produced  was  estimated  at  $5,101  million.  This 
was  2  percent  less  than  in  1957?  but  otherwise  the  highest  since  1953'    Farm  value 
of  milk  produced  included  the  value  of  milk  fed  calves  in  addition  to  gross  farm 
income  from  milk. 

Utilization  of  milk  produced  in  1958  showed  little  change  from  the  2  previous 
years.    Manufactured  dairy  products,  including  farm- churned  butter,  accounted  for 
i+9  percent  of  the  total  milk  production.     It  took  only  2  percent  of  the  total  milk 
output  to  produce  the  farm-churned  butter.     Of  the  total  milk  produced,  nonfarm 
population  consumed  kl  percent  and  farm  population  consumed  7  percent  in  fluid 
form.    Other  uses,  including  milk  fed  to  calves,  accounted  for  the  remaining  milk. 
Compared  with  19^9,  the  proportion  of  the  total  milk  supply  used  in  factory  products 
held  about  steady,  but  the  increase  in  the  percentage  used  for  nonfajin  population 
consumption  has  more  than  offset  decreases  in  fann  consumption  and  farm-churned 
butter .
